considerations should catise them to be at add times 
on their guard. To avoid carcfully what may have 
the remotest appearance of an offence againa’ in- 
nocence, decency or truth. To be assiduous in 
procuring that which may gratify, «form and be 
nefit. 

it is an evidence I think, of the correctness with 
which you have conducted your paper, that it bas 
stood while others have faticn; you have been cs.

Phe duration 
of Uime nec ssaty to Constitute a residence 
to entitle a qualified elector to vote at any 
particular district, has been so much dis- 
puted, and so differently decided, at dil.

relief it would atlord to the yudyes of 
elections, but also in preventing thé ex 
cement of angry passions, intemperate 
debate, and unnecessary delay, And it 
would certan ly be an mmpertant amend- 
ment, os it would cssentiatiy contribute 
to Cbtuning: a fair expression ol the pub 
lic with, ia provision could be adopted, 
by which our teliow citzoos might) be 
secured avast the deceptious of design.

As connceted with this subject, I 
would subinit the propricty of so 
amendiijr on act, passed on the 24th of 
March, 1817, cutitled, *An act to pre 
vent wayermy and betting on elections,’ 
as fo Pender its provistons more Compe 
tent to the object: contemplated by its 
passage.

Vo aid your present deliberations 
on this imtercsting subject, have direct 
ed you to be furnished with copies of 
communications Trom the directors of 
the several Poor Houses, in reply to sun- 
dry inquiries submitted to them for in- 
formation in compliance with a request 
froma sister state. 

The approaching election for Presi- 
dent and Vice President will take place 
on the first Wednesday of December 
1824, agrecabiy tothe constitution of the 
United States and the acts of Congress; 
each state appointing, in such manner 
as the legislature thereof may direct. a 
number of electors equal to the whole 
number of Senators and Representatives 
to which the state may be entitled in 
Congiess By an act of the leyislature 
of Pennsylvania, passed on the 2d of Fe. 
brua y, 1802 directing the manncr, tine, 
and place of hol jing elections for elec. 
tors of President and Vice President of 
the United States, it is enacted, that 
every citizen qualified to vote for mem 
bers of the Gencral Assembly, shall vote 
for the whole number of electors; and by 
the third section of the act it is further 
enacted, that the electors, who sball be 
chosen as aforesaid, shall meet at the 
seat of government of the state, at tweive 
o’clock, on the day which is, or may be, 
directed by the Congress of the United 
States, and then and there perform the 
duties enjoined on them by the constitu 
tion and Jaws of the United States. Now 
it solappens, thatthe cay appointed by 
Conuress for the clection of President 
and Vice Presidcat tek s place ata time, 
when the legisiature of this state ts in 
sesstou; and,as itis esscutialte the union 
and harmony of toc states, and tye liber. 
ties of the people, that the election of these 
high offices should be conducted in as 
pure aud pertect a manner as possible, 
every Vigilance and caution sheouid be 
observed, Not only to prescive its purity, 
but to avoid cven the appearance of exs 
trinsic fluence arising from executive 
or lepisiative interference, or from any 
other source. Governed by these im- 
pressions, IT have thought iin my duty to 
notice the subject at this time, and with 
the sinvle view of sugpesting the proprie- 
ty of altering: the existing law of this state, 
so tar as respects the place of meeung of 
the electors, changing: it from the seat of 
government to some other convenient 
place No objccuon to the proposed al- 
terition can arise, itis presumed. trom a 
contingent necessity of filling up vacan- 
cies, shouldany occur. As the electors 
are a special body of representatives, cho- 
seu Immediately by the people themselves, 
for the temporary and sole purpose of 
electing these officers, they will be fully 
competent to the task of performing the 
duty of filling vacancies, and be equally 
capable with the legislature, of repre 
senting and execuung the views of their 
common constituents in relation to this 
matter. 

Among the various topics of public impor- 
tance recommended to the legislature, in former 
communications submitted to Une considera. 
tion, there are several not yet acted on, and to 
which FE would again respectlulty invile your at. 
tention particularly an alteration of the militia 
system, sows lo render it less inconvenient to 
madividuals, and less burdensome to the public, 
by dispensing with one of the days of training, 
and diminishing the expense, to which in its 
present form it subjects the treasury ;—the re.

ft is universal-y admitted that public prosper. 
itv is essentially promoted by the improvement 
of roads and vers. Whilst the application of 
national or tate resources to these objects faci- 
litates intercourse, and relieves the farmer and 
manutactaror feo the burden of expensive 
traneportation, i strengthens the ties of amon 
and binds c mmunities together, by the lasting 
cement of mutual interest. Peonsylvania has 
not been remiss am her attention to this subject 
With a libe ality highly honourable, her legisla- 
ture has at different twmes, appropriated large 
sums of moncy in aid of turnpikes, bridges and 
other improvements. The whole sum thus ap 
propriaied from the year 1816, to period 
when beotered upon the duties of Ul cutive 
office amounted to §& 2,423,287, of which there 
was paul during the same period, 1,960,208 dot. 
lars, leaving a balance due on the SUth of No- 
vember 1823, of 465,079 dotlars, 

‘fo meet the appropriations made by the leg's- 
lature at the time mentioned, recourse was bad 
to loans, of which there remained also unpand on 
the 30:h of November 1820, the sum of 480,000 
dollars, making the epgregaté amount of debt 
at that period 943,079 dollars. 

In prosecuting the system of improvement pa- 
tronised by the legislature, the stock of several 
of the companies proved inadequate to the ex 
pense of completing the road» which they hac 
commenced, and some of them had contrccted 
large debts which they were unable to pay — 
As, thevetore, in their unfinished state, roads and 
improvements were atively useless, and 
justice required that bourer who had 
faithtatly fulfilled bis pa contract, should 
be compensated for his » it was deemed 
expedient ty make additional appropriations ; 
and tor these and other improvements, consid 
ered by the legislature of sufficient importance 
to be provid , 805,680 dollars were grinted 
by an act passed omihe 26th of March 1621, en- 
utled “ An act for the improvement of state.” 

The ordinary revenue being insufficrent to 
meet the demands arising from the »)stem of 
improvement» which the representatives of the 
people thus thought proper to authorise, it be. 
came necessary to devise additional means; and 
as the policy of disposing of part of the bank 
stock er other stocks of the Commonwealth was 
doubted, the executive was directed to borrow 
one million of doliars, at an interest not exceed- 
ing five per cemt. These facts shew that the 
state of Pennsylvania has not bren unmindful 
ot improvements. Whilst, however, as one of 
her ostizens, | feel a becoming pride in the con. 
scioustess that she has not been tardy in the 
career of enterprize, it would be unjust tu gr. 
rogate any merit to myself, or claim a share of 
the praise which is due to others. The system 
of improvement, now nearly completed, com- 
menced with my predecessors, The first «ct 
by which roads and bridges received the sanc- 
towof the state, and the aid of its funds, was 
passed on the 17th March 1806. That act was 
tollowed ap by others prior to my time ; and al- 
though appr priations: were made by the act of 
18-1, for improving the navigation of various 
creeks and rivers as well as opening and. improv. 
og roads other than, turnpikes, yet nettly half 
the minion loan was necessary to discharge debs 
contracted prior to the year 182), leaving out 
of view (he am unt of loans obtained during the 
same period, which still remain uopaid. 

Since the date of the law for the improve- 
ment of the state, passed in March, 1821, 
$256,239 have been granted by different acts 
of the legislature, for the use of various litcra- 
ry and benevolent mstitutions, and for the en- 
couragcment and promotion of sundry improve- 
ments, exclusive of 50,000 dollars ranted by 
an act of the last session, for improving the na- 
vigation of the Susquehanna from the town of 
Columbia to the Maryland line, payable by in- 
stalments not exceeding 10,000 dollars in one 
year. And within the same period 228,709 dul- 
lars have been paid in discharge of these seve- 
ral grants, exclusive of 7000 dollars which the 
commissioners for clearing the Susquehanna 
have received at different times, on account af 
their first instalment, agreeably to the terms of 
the act under which they hold their appoiit- 
ments, and by which the appropriation was 
inade. 

these objects of improvement being now 
nearly all completed, and the appropriations 
paid as far as they have become due, the ordi- 
nary revenue, with a proper regard tocconomy, 
the credit of the state and its abundant resources 
and means judiciously applied, and prudently 
managed, with the aid of wise regulations and 
salutary laws, will, it is confidently expected, 
unless some unforeseen exigency occurs, be 
fully adequate to meet the public expenditures 
of the commonwealth, extinguish its existing 
debts within a reasonable period of time, and 
supercede the necessity of resorting to taxation, 
or imposing any new or additional burdens on 
the people. 

Aud now gentlemen, you will permit me in 
the conclusion to bid you a last and affectionate 
farewell, Tn retiring from the station } at pre- 
sem occupy, | carry with me the consciousness 
of having discharged the various duties com- 
mitted to my trust, with true devotion to the 
interest of my country, and according to the 
bost of the abiliies with which IT have been en- 
dowed by Providence. Anxious for the mainte- 
nance of harmony and fliendly intercourse with 
the other branches of government, it was mat- 
ler of serious regret to me, that my judgment 
led to conclusions ditlering from those enter- 
tained by the legislature, relative to certain 
Measures in whieh | was called to exercise the 
cons'iuconal power, vested in the executive, 
of approving or returning with objections, hin- 
pressed, as bam with a sense of baman fallibi- 
Iity, Ewill not pretend to say that my opinians, 
ou hese occasions, May not bave been in error;

deliberate reflection, tormed agreeably to what 
I conceived to be the true construction of the 
const tution, and the best interests of our con- 
aliluer ts, 

Having been for nearly fifty years occasional- 
ly engaged in various hizhly responsible stations 
mothe service of my country, having witnessed 
its progress from colonial vassalage to mdepen- 
dence and sovereignty, itis with the most sin- 
cere pleasure, that on quiliing the theatre of 
pubic action, bean congratulate you, and our 
fellow citizens at large, on the propitious situa- 
hon in which itis now placed And | avail my- 
selfot the occasion it aflords of repeating my 
fervent prayers to the Almighty Ruler of the 
Universe, under whose superintending influence 
it has attained its present eminence, that he may 
comtinue to cherish it with bis fostermg care, 
preserving its eitiaens in the free enjoyment of 
thew just rghis and republican institutions, un- 
til all earthly governmenis shall be terminated 
by the consummation of time,
